THE CANTON TROUBLE. 
—— : 

We have frequently alluded to the signs of 
unrest. exhibited among’ the lower-class 
natives of Canton, and so far back as 
October last pointed out we had learned 
from a most reliable source that a report 
had gained currency to the effect that a 
certain section of the Reform Party was en- 
deavouring to get itself into trouble.“ The 
futile attempt to blow up the Governor's 
Yamén,” we said, “is still fresh in our 
minds, and we now learn that the dis- 
appointed faction has Leen endeavouring to 
find a way for wreaking vengeance. Accord: 
ing to recent dispatches interesting, if lively 
limes, may be expected before the dawn of 
next year, as reliable informatian to hand 
reports that, it is stated in the City another 
altempt may be made to bring about des 
truction by means of gunpowder.” “This 
may, or may not, have been the object of the 
party associated with those persons now 
awaiting their trial on charges of fitting and 
preparing a military expedition to proceed 
against a friendly Powes, but it is an 
instance which certainly tends to show 
the accuracy of ‘our correspondents, 
not only in Canton but in other 
large cities of the Chinese Empire,who keep 
us well in touch with native news. From 
what we have been able to gather and, in 
the present case, the collection of news is 
made with considerable difficulty, it would 


appear that another and newer section, com-. 


prising the coolie class of the Reform 
Party has been actively engaged for several 
months preparing a project whereby Canton 
should fall into their hands, As we have 
already seen plans were carefully prepared 
and might have been put into execution had 
not one of the party turned informer and ac- 
quainted the police with the project whereby 
they were enabled to communicate with the 
Canton authoriticsand put them ontheirguard 
against any premeditated attack, hat this 
effort was timely stayed is borne,out by the 
news which has since been gleaned ; but what- 
ever action the authorities may deem fit to 
take it is certain that their efforts must be 
spread over'much wider ground than the 
Colony of Hongkong or even the Kwang 
Provinces. ‘
